Home Friday 

Given Banquet, Concert and 

Dance; Sponsored By Entertain¬

A hearty welcome home was 
given twenty three veterans of the 
last war on Friday evening when 
the Entertainment Committee of 
Coleman’s Reception and Rehabili¬ 
tation Committee sponsored a ban¬ 
quet in their honor in the IOOF 
hall. S. C. Short was chairman. 

The chairman, in his remarks, 
stated he was deeply grateful of the 
opportunity of welcoming back to 
Coleman the boys that had gone 
forth to fight freedom’s battle. He 
regretted however the fact that 
only twenty-three vets, had been 
able to attend the banquet out of 
the fifty odd invitations sent out. 
He told them briefly of the accom¬ 
plishments achieved by the Cole¬ 
man Reception & Rehabilitation 
Committee in the interests of the 
returned veteran and hoped that all 
would soon be re-established in 
civilian life and lead happy and 
normal lives. 

A. Balloch led in the toast to 
“The King.” 

Mayor Frank Aboussafy in his 
welcome home address stated he 
was possessed with a feeling of 
pride for our boys who had “Stood 
on Guard.” 

He had attended a Pee Wee 
hockey banquet the evening pre¬ 
viously in which the hall had been 
filled with young athletes. The 
thought had struck him “would 
they measure up to the young man 
of today should the world of free¬ 
dom ever again be threatened." 
However it was wrong to think in 
that manner. The peoples of the 
world must turn their thoughts into 
a channel of peace. We should pre¬ 
pare for war but must pray for 
peace and if sufficient people 
prayed hard enough and long 
enough for peace then there would 
be no fear of another war. He wel¬ 
comed the veterans back to their 
Coleman homes and wished them 
happiness in the years to come. 

Rev. W. E. Brown was intro¬ 
duced to the gathering. He was a 
comparatively newcomer to Cole¬ 
man and possibly a stranger to a 
number of vets. Rev. Brown con¬ 
curred in the Mayor’s remarks and 
stated that all must work and pray 
in order to have a lasting peace.

Bill Graham, Former 
Colemanite, Died 
At Coast 

Word has reached Coleman of the 
death of William Graham, 72, at 
the Pacific coast a few days ago. 

Deceased is very well known 
here among the old-timers. He came 
to the Pass from England at the 
start of the century settling with 
his parents and members of his 
family at Frank. Immediately prior 
to the Frank Slide in 1903 he 
returned to England for a visit 
and during his absence his father, 
step-mother and two brothers were 
buried under the Frank Slide. 

He came back to the Pass and 
resided at Coleman, building the 
house in which Mrs. Nellie Graham 
now resides on Third street east. 

He was one of the first miners 
to start opening up the seam at 
Intenrational mine. He became the 
first paid union secretary and was 
also secretary of thf hospital and 
the Community hall, tnen known 
as the miner hall. While in Cole¬ 
man he rose in union ranks till he 
became vice-president of District 
18, UMWA and then finally presi¬ 
dent of the district with his office 
in Fernie, BC. In 1916 he lost the 
position returning to Coleman for 
a short period before setting forth 
for Arrow Lakes where he was post 
master. His wife died at Nakusp, 
in the Arrow Lakes district. On 
new Year’s Day 1924, a daughter 
was drowned in the Kootenay Lakes 
along with several others. He came 
back to Coleman shortly after and 
worked a short time at McGillivray 
tipple, and resided with Mr. and 
Mrs. Jonty Atkinson. He retume 
to Arrow Lakes and remained there 
till January of this year when he 
went to the coast to visit a niece. 

The body is being taken to Arrow 
Lakes where it will be buried along¬ 
side Mrs. Graham.

Tragedy struck in the yard of 
West Canadian Collieries, Blair¬ 
more, at about 10- a.m.

Want National Museum To Be Put
